Italy is a country poor in raw 
materials and rich in good mechan- 


‘jes, with the strength and weak- 


nesses resulting from this situa- 
tion. High Italian diplomatic 
sources say that Italy is in a posi- 
tion wherein nobody can force it 
to fight. This is quite true. But 
it is also a position where the 
needs of 44,000,000 people force it 
to. trade, while the lack of inter- 
national credit and resources de- 
mands cash or barter. 

Before the outbreak of the war, 
trade with hard-money countries 
was done on a restricted cash 
basis, limited by the necessity of 
Italy's not spending more than it 
received. Its trade with rubber- 
money countries was on a book- 
keeping or barter basis which was 
strictly proportioned according to 
the amount of goods Italy needed 
which these countries could send 
to offset their purchases. These 
conditions still hold. 

Thus, trade with Germany is con- 
ditioned upon the fact that Ger- 
many owes Italy an estimated 325, 
000,000 already. The payoff should 
have been in coal and machinery. 
The decreased output of the Saar 
mines, owing to the approach of 
the French forces, has been offset 
by the acquisition of the Polish 
mines in Silesia, so Germany's coal 
exports may continue unless Ger- 
many’s needs are increased. But 
export of machinery is practical- 
ly impossible. In fact, hardly any- 
thing has come over the Brenner 
border during the past three 
weeks.

STALIN AT MEETING 
WITH RIBBENTROP 


MOSCOW, Sept. 28 (AP).—In the 
presence of Joseph Stalin, German 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop consulted today with Pre- 
mier-Foreign Commissar Vyaches- 
lav Molotov and diplomats won- 
dered about the possibility of an- 
other quick move to shift Europe's 
balance of power. 

The German-Russian parley was 
resumed this afternoon in the 
Kremlin, where Stalin, Molotov 
and Von Ribbentrop conferred from 
3 p. m. (6 a. m., St. Louis time) 
until 5:30. 

Their first meeting, a four and a 
half hour affair, ended early this 
morning.

For Von Ribbentrop this was 
the second visit to Moscow in littie 
more than a month.

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PARIS, Sept. 28 (AP).—Military 
dispatches today reported French 
scouting planes had carried out 
successful reconnaissance flights 
far into the interior of Germany. 

The French airmen went as far 
as possible” eastward, flying over 
railroads and highway to observe 
German troop movements behind 
the Western front, these dispatches 
said. 

The French high command issued 
the following communique at 9:10 
p. m. (2:10 p. m. St. Louis time): 

“A local attack of our troops in 
the region just: to the east of the 
Moselle was carried out favorably. 
We took some prisoners.” 

Reliable sources asserted that ac- 
tivity on the West, where an 
earlier communique reported “a 
calm night,” was .confined chiefly 
to scouting operations, but that op- 
erations on a more extensive scale 
could be expected soon, 

“An enemy attack west of Saar- 
bruecken failed,” the communique 
declared. 

German Gunfire Heavy. 

French infantry was said to have 
done little during the last few days 
except to take cover from heavy 
artillery fire. 

Although the exact location of 
the attack was not specified in to- 
day’s communique, it was believed 
the statement referred to the re- 
gion near Forbach, where the 
Maginot and Siegfried lines dip to- 
ward the southwest. 

Yesterday, the communique said, 
French and British airmen, operat- 
ing together, shot down “several” 
German planes in a battle over the 
lines. 

Commercial shipping was said to 
have resumed its “regular rhythm” 
under naval convoys and aerial 
patrols. 

While the war in the West is not 
yet a month old, reports published 
here said that the French and 
British were satisfied that their 
armaments were superior to Ger-

BERLIN, Sept. 28 (AP).—The 
supreme army command, announc- 
ing for the second day a success 
for Germany's air force against 
Britain's naval might, reported to- 
day a British heavy cruiser had 
been bombed off the eastern coast 
of Scotland. 

In describing aerial activity yes- 
terday, the German communique 
said: 

“Heavy British cruiser was suc- 
cessfully attacked off the Isle of 
May (at the mouth of the Firth of 


Forth) by one air force fighting 
unit. One 250-kilo (550-pound) 
bomb hit the prow.” 

The announcement did not as- 

ss the damage, but added: 

“Of the heavy British naval 
| forces which were attacked the 
day before (Tuesday), one airplane 


Carrier was hit by one 500-kilo 


(1100-pound) bomb and one battle- 
ship was hit at the prow and amid- 
ships by two 250-kilo bombs.” 

(Winston Churchill, first Lord 
of the Admiralty, announced yes- 
terday in the House of Commons 
that 20 German planes had attack- 
ed a squadron of British ships, 
but without scoring any hits. He 
said one airplane was shot down, 
one was seriously damaged and the 
crew of the third was captured on 
alighting on the water.) 

German radio stations broadcast 
a hint that Britain’s newest air- 
craft carrier, the Ark Royal, was 
the vessel which the Germans said 
was destroyed Tuesday. 

“An airplane carrier of the most 
modern construction sustained a 
square hit of the heaviest caliber” 
in Tuesday’s raid, the broadcasts 
declared. 

“A tremendous explosion was the 
result. Where is the Ark Royal?” 

(The 22,000-ton Ark Royal, which 
carries a normal complement of 60 
planes, was completed Nov. 16, 
1938, at a cost of about $12,000,000.) 


London's Response to Report of 
Attack on Cruiser. 
LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP).—A re- 
port by the German high command 
that a British cruiser had been 
“successfully attacked” by German 
aircraft off the eastern Scottish 
coast brought this response today 

from the British Admiralty: 

“It’s all poppycock.” 

The British Press Association 
added that it “understands there 
is no truth whatever” to report of 
the attack. 

“The story issued today by the 
German radio is a repetition of a 
false claim made yesterday in con- 
mection with the North Sea epi- 
sode,” the association said. 

The association also said “sug- 
gestions of damage” to the air- 
plane carrier Ark Royal “are un- 
true” and declared the vessel “is 
safe and sound at her allotted sta- 
tion.” 


Swedish Freighter Torpedoed Seven 
Hours After It Is Halted. 

STAVANGER, Norway, Sept. 28 
(AP)—The crew of the 3378-tun 
Swedish freighter Nyland, picked 
up from lifeboats off the Norwegian 
coast, said its ship had been 
halted by a submarine early today 
and torpedoed seven hours later. 

The entire crew of 29 was saved 
by Norwegian torpedo boats. 

The Nyland, with a cargo of tron 
ore for Antwerp, had tied up here 
for a week, but put out late last 
night. 

Members of the crew said the ship 
was halted at 1:15 a. m. but was 
not sunk until 8:15, 


Swedish Ship Forced to Give Up 
Rescued Britons to Nazis. 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 28 (AP). 
— The newspaper Berlingske Tiden- 
de reported yesterday the Swedish 
ship Kronprinsessan Margareta 
was stopped by two German tor- 
pedo boats a few hours before it

U-BOATS DRIVEN 
OFF MAIN ROUTES, 
BRITISH. DECLARE 


Forced to Operate Much 
Further Out in Open Sea 
Where Catch Is Smaller, 
Statement Asserts. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP).—Ger- 
man submarines were said in an 
authoritative statement today to 
“have now been driven from thickly 
dotted shipping routes” around the 


British coast. 
„In less than a month,” the state- 


ment declared, “they have found 
the pace too hot for them and have 
retreated from much-used shipping 
channels and are now forced to 


operate much further out in the 
open sea where the ‘catch’ is bound 
to be a much smaller one.” 

The Ministry of Information an- 
nounced that during yesterday and 
last night Royal Air Force aircraft 
carried out further reconnaissance 
over Germany and the Western 
front. 

“In spite of opposition,” the an- 
nouncement said, “valuable infor- 
mation was obtained. All aircraft 
returned safely.” 

British sources, commenting on 
the contention that German sub- 
marines had been driven out to 
sea, said “the position now is sim- 
ilar to the one that existed at the 


end of the last war, when the U- 
boat menace was practically de- 
feated.” 

The same sources repeated that 
the German merchant flag hed 
been driven from the seas and that 
German ships had been forced into 
refuge in neutral ports all over the 
world where international law for- 
bids their arming. 

Account of Tuesday Battle. 
An authoritative British account of 
the North Sea battle Tuesday be- 
tween 20 German war planes and 
ships of the British home fleet dis- 
closed today that the warships were 
attacked while they were shielding 
a damaged British submarine. 

“Enemy bombers were able to 
take advantage of low-flying clouds 
to dive over the battleships,” the 
account said. “Other airplanes 
flew at a height of about 12,000 
feet to take advantage of a break 
in the clouds to deliver an attack 
on our cruisers. 

“So effective, however, was the 
defense put up by the British 
squadron that the German planes 
found it impossible to find a tar- 
get.” 

The first attack, this account 
said, was a dive-bombing aimed at 
a British aircraft carrier, one of 
the vessels escorting the crippled 
submarine home.

MORE U-BOAT 
PRISONERS PUT IN 
CAMP IN ENGLAND 


Germans, Average Age 
About 23, Housed in Big 
Cotton Mill in Northern 
Industrial Area. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP). — The 
Ministry of Information announced 
today that more German prisoners 
arrived at an internment camp in 
a northern industrial area. 

The captives were described as 


“U-boat prisoners.” 

(Prime Minister Chamberlain on 
Sept. 15 told the House of Com- 
mons prisoners had been taken in

The ministry described the place 
of internment as “a gaunt, five- 
storied cotton mill of a thousand 
windows overlooking a crowded 
valley in the heart of the northern 
industrial area” and said the pris- 
oners were playing football on the 
mill roof. 

Veteran military guards with 
fixed bayonets patrol barbed wire 
entanglements encircling the camp, 
the ministry said. 

“On rising ground 300 yards be- 
hind the mill a crowd of civilians, 
mainly women and children, 
watches the prisoners at play, work 
and exercise,” it continued. 

“They are dressed in ordinary 
civilian sport jackets, shorts or 
gray flannel trousers and many of 
them wear white tennis shoes. 
Some are engaged in constructing 
an air raid shelter. 

“The only distinguishing mark 
on the prisoners’ clothing is a wide 
circular panel of colored cloth on 
the trouser leg and at the back 
of the coat.” 

“Seem to Be a Decent Sort.” 

A ministry communique quoted a 
guard as saying “they work well 
and seem to be a decent sort.” 

Today's arrivals went by train 
to a siding near the mill and were 
marched to a receiving room un- 
der close guard, 

The ministry quoted one guard, 
himself a prisoner in Germany in 
1918, as saying the first arrivals

PARIS, Sept. 28-—A fantastic 
story describing the alleged mur- 
der, at Fuehrer Adolf Hitler’s or- 
der, of his former commanding 
General, Werner von Fritsch, has 
reached this correspondent exclu- 
sively. Were the background any 
where but Germany, none would 
believe it. It runs as follows: 

At the opening of hostilities Hit- 
ler asked Colonel-General von 
Fritsch to choose what command 
he cared to be attached to as spe- 
cial headquarters observer. Von 
Fritsch answered that if ordered, 
he would command his old artil- 
lery regiment. Hitler answered 
that he should accompany the ar- 


tillery regiment, not as command- 
er, but as special headquarters ob- 
server. At Hitler’s order, Von 
Fritsch received an adjutant, two 
aids and a secretary, all of whom 
belonged to the Death’s-Head group 
of the S. S. (Storm Troops) under 
Ernst Przedetski, from Chemnitz. 

On Sept. 21, the day before his 
death, according to this story, Von 
Fritsch made two reports concern- 


ing the harsh treatment of Poles 


by Nazi troops and technical criti- 
cism of the maneuvers of motor- 
ized units. The Nazis declared that 
Von Fritsch had gone further than 
he had the right to and that he 
lacked respect for Hitler. The next 
day, Sept. 22, the following is al- 
leged to have happened: 

Von Fritsch stood near the ob- 
servation post of the second bat- 
tery, with raised field glasses. The 
second S. S. aid shot Von Fritsch 
in the back. The General turned 
and drew his revolver, but fell 
dead before he could fire. S. S. of- 
ficers immediately went to the com- 
manding officer and explained that 
the entire artillery regiment must 
immediately be withdrawn and re- 
placed. 

Hitler then published an explana- 
tion which was parallel to the one 
he published when Gregor Stras- 
ser Was murdered during the purge 
of June 30, 1934.

Sweden has had an arms export 
licensing system for years and is 
now understood to be using it to 
bar shipments of weapons and mu- 
nitions to both sides in the war, 


ported in fairly large numbers dur- 
ing the years immediately preced- 
ing the war, but, according to 
Swedish sources here, have not been 
exported since the war began. These 
guns are now being manufactured 
under license here, according to 
statements which have been made 
to the House of Commons, 
Raw Materials. 

Norway does not manufacture 
enough weapons to supply its own 
defense needs but managed to ex- 
port large quantities of nitrates to 
both sides during the greater part 
of the last war. Exports of this 
and similar raw materials, which 
are usable in the manufacture of 
munitions, now are being controlled 
by the Norwegian export license 
system. 

The Baltic countries have never 
been self-sufficient in arms produc- 
tion and at the present moment are 
not exporting affything else which 
might be classified as munitions. 
Since they are not exporting 
much, if any, “direct contraband,” 
that is material which can be di- 
rectly used in carrying on hostili- 
ties, the Scandinavians are prin- 
cipally concerned with the restric- 
tions which both the allies and 
the Germans are attempting to ap- 
ply to their trade in indirect contra- 
band, raw materials, foodstuffs ana 
manufactured goods, which each 
side is anxious to prevent from 
reaching the enemy. 

Rationing System. 

Both the Germans and the allies 
have furnished the Scandinavians 
with contraband lists, naming the 
categories of goods which are liable 
to seizure or destruction if they are 
found to be bound for the other 
side. Since, however, allied war- 
ships are unable to stop shipments 
across the Baltic, France and Great 
Britain will have to resort to the 
system of rationing in order to 
control that traffic. Under this 
system, which was used during the 
latter years of the World War, each 
Government will give the allies an 
undertaking not to ship more than 
a fixed quantity of certain speci- 
fied goods to Germany in return 
for which the allies will allow other 
fixed quantities of essential goods 
to reach Scandinavia through the 
North Sea and the Atlantic block- 
ade. If, for example, Sweden wants 
to get coal or cotton enough to sup- 
ply its domestic demands, it may

Scandinavian Governments have 
now reached London to negotiate 
the necessary rationing agreements. 
They will naturally endeavor to 


they normally import from the 
West, while the British will en- 
deavor to limit those imports, by 
agreement, to such an extent that 
the Scandinavians will not have 
surpluses for export to Germany. 
The British, at the same time, have 
no desire to embarrass the Scan- 
dinavians in their relations with 
Germany up to a point at which 
Germany might resort to direct ac- 
tion against them. 
The Scandinavians profess op- 
timism regarding the possibility of 
remaining neutral. If, it is pointed 
out, Germany did invade Denmark 
and tried to occupy the tip of 
Skaane, Sweden’s southernmost 
province, it would immediately be- 
come involved in war against the 
small but well-equipped Swedish 
army, and the British would auto- 
matically gain possession of air 
bases in Sweden from which it 
would be easy to bomb the German 
air industry in Northern Germany. 
The Scandinavians do not give 
excessive importance to the possi- 
bility that Germany might gain 
its ends simply by threatening a 
mass air attack against Swedish 
towns and cities.

Irish Ports and U. S. Ships. 
Pittman was asked whether there 
was anything in the bill, as amend- 
ed, to prevent American merchant 
vessels from putting in at Irish 
ports, Ireland having remained neu- 
tral thus far.

Cash and Carry Clauses. 

The cash-and-carry provisions 
cover three points: 

(1) No American ship could law- 
fully carry to a nation at war, 
once the act was invoked, any pas- 
sengers or cargo, except over lakes 
or other inland water bordering 
this country; inland transportation 
to countries bordering the United 
States also would be permitted, But 
all inland shipping would be sub- 
ject to such restrictions as the 
President might prescribe. 

This would mean, in effect, that 
some trade—depending on what 
restrictions were fixed—could be 
carried on with Canada by Ameri- 
ean delivery, but that English, 
French or German purchasers of 
American goods would have to 
take those goods across the Atlan- 
tic in their own ships or those of 
neutrals other than the United 
States. 

(2) Title to all goods bought in 
this country would have to be ac- 
quired by the belligerent purchaser 
before they could be moved from 
American shores. Thus no Ameri- 
can-owned goods destined for a 
warring nation would be permitted 
on the high seas. 

(3) In acquiring title to goods, 
the belligerent government or its 
agent would have either to pay 
cash or to purchase on an ordinary 
90-day commercial credit. This 
credit would not be renewable. 

Study of President’s Powers. 

The Senate, in a 12-minute ses- 
sion, voted unanimously to ask the 
Attorney-General for information 
on what powers were made avail- 
able to President Roosevelt when 
he recently proclaimed a state of 
national emergency.

Estates of Big Landowners 
and Industry in Eastern 
Poland Are Seized by 


Conquerors. 


BUCHAREST, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
The Soviet Russian military and 
civil occupation of Eastern Poland 
was reported here last night to be 
progressing steadily and systema- 
tically with little opposition from 
the Ukrainian and Polish popula- 
tion. 

Accounts of conditions in the 
Russian-occupied zone which bor- 
ders Rumania gave this picture, in- 
complete because of the close watch 
kept on the border by both Rus- 
sian and Rumanian military forces: 

Political commissars from Mos- 


cow quietly followed the Soviet 
military into Poland and are re- 
ported to have begun immediate 
organization of local Soviets to as- 
sume charge of local governments 
under Moscow’s instruction and 
supervision. 

In a gesture for support from 
Polish and Ukrainian peasants, So- 
viet authorities were reported to 
have confiscated the estates of all 
large Polish landowners as well as 
industrial enterprises and to be 
planning their continuance on the 
Soviet model. 

How Reds Plan Control. 
Advices reaching nere said Soviet 
officials were making a sharp dis- 
tinction between the Polish and 
Ukrainian populations, adding 
weight to the general belief that 
the Russians plan to maintain con- 
trol in the South by utilizing 
Ukrainians. 

A strong Ukrainian nationalist 
movement has existed throughout 
the area since the Russian revolu- 
tion. 

An attempt to create a Ukrainian 
state brought a Bolshevik invasion 
of Poland in 1920 which ended when 
Marshal Jozef Pilsudski defeated 
the Red army just outside of War- 
saw and drove them back across 


m. the frontier. 


Polish sources reported the Ru- 
manian Government had seized and 
at least temporarily sequestered 14 
trucks and motor cars carrying ap- 
proximately half of the refugee 
Polish Government's gold reserve, 
reputedly totaling 3100, 000, 000.

$20,000 Last Year in 
Move for Fuehrership. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
The Dies Committee was told today 
that an organization with head- 
quarters in Vienna and Berlin col- 
lected funds from Ukrainians in 
the United States toward establish- 
ment of a “Fuehrership” in the 
Ukraine. 

Emil. Revyuk of Jersey City, as- 
sistant editor of the Ukrainian 
Daily Svoboda, testified: that Uk- 
rainians had contributed through 
him for years to the O. U. N. and 
its leadership, the Provid, which 
sent out appeals from the two

O. U. N., he said, stood for Organ- 
ization of Ukrainian Nationalists 
and was the international group 
with which the O. D. W. U., an 
American organization, was affil- 
iated.

Day-by-Day Story of Warsaw’s 
Stand Against German Pounding 


City, a Shambles After 20-Day Bombardment, 
Conquered Often in Past, but 
Always Rose Again. 


By the Associated Press. 
OWN through the centuries 
Warsaw has felt the heavy 
hand of numerous conquerors 

and has always risen from the 
ruins, but in all the years of its 
turbulent existence it is doubtfdl 
if the ancient city ever made a 
more gallant stand against in- 
vaders than during the terrific 
siege it has undergone since Ger- 
man airplanes first dropped their 
bombs on Sept. 1. 
The city, with a population of 1,- 
178,000 at the outbreak of the Ger- 
man invasion, is one of the 10 larg- 
est cities on the European main- 
land. ‘ * 
When the German legions pushed 
over Poland's frontiers, one of the 
first things Hitler’s airmen did was 
to drop bombs on Warsaw. Bomb- 
ing continued frequently in the fol- 
lowing days, and by Sept. 6 the 
Polish Government evacuated the 
city. Meanwhile, foreign Ambas- 
sadors and many civilians left. 
But the garrison stood firm. The 
Warsaw radio appealed to all citi- 
zens to dig trenches around the 
city on Sept. 9. The city by that 
time had been blasted by heavy 
artillery fire, German motorized 
units had entered suburban Praga, 
and the main body cf the German 
army was only 20 miles away. 

“We will not yield,” said the an- 

nouncement by the city’s radio sta- 

tion. 

On Sept. 10 the city was subject- 

ed to another severe bombing, and 

German tanks, attacking “in 

droves,” were driven back. 


Nazis Driven Back. f 


German planes continually 
bombed the city, and explosives 
fell on crowded Pilsudski Square. 
The Germans, on Sept. 11, an- 
nounced that the great battle was 
nearing a climax. On Sept. 13, the 
city was practically encircled; but, 
with half of Warsaw razed, the 
radio still announced refusal to 
yield, and said the Germans again 
had attacked and been driven back. 
On Sept. 16, Germany sent an 
ultimatum that Warsaw faced ruin 
if the city still refused to give up. 
The next day, Berlin confidently 
announced that Warsaw’s surren- 
der was expected “in a few hours,” 
but the defenders were reinforced 
by 40,000 or 50,000 troops who 
fought their way in from the East. 
On Sept. 19 the German high 
command announced the fighting 
would be resumed because an emis- 
sary failed to appear to negotiate 
on the surrender of the city whieh 
had been demanded. “The city is 
being defended without regard for 
her population,” said the announce- 
ment. But the radio at Warsaw 
came back with the announcement, 
“We will fight to the last drop of 
blood.” Food was growing scarce, 
and the city presented a pitiful 
sight. 

Four times the city was bombed 
on Sept. 20. The radio asked when 
help would be forthcoming from 
Britain and France. Hand-to-hand 
fighting was reported. The Poles 
said they pushed the invaders back 
with a cavalry attack, 

Radio Heard Again. 

On Sept. 21, the Warsaw radio 
went off the air. The studio, in the 
center of the city, a target for 
German air attacks, had been on 
the air constantly since the siege 


and listeners learned that foreign 
Consuls had left the city under an 
agreement reached with the Ger. 
mans. 

The next day the radio announcer 
rallied the city to its third 


same time, announced

On Sept. 23, Colonel-General 
Baron Werner von Fritsch, former 
Commander-in-Chief of the German 
army, was killed in action before 
Warsaw. 

Last Sunday (Sept. 24.) the War- 
saw broadcast said German shells 
had set the city ablaze and 1000 
civilians had been killed by shells, 
but “we will never give in.” 

The following day, the announcer 
gave details of life in the shell-torn 
city. “There is plenty of horse 
meat to eat,” he said, 


Defenses Stormed. 


Monday German shells continued 
to harass the stricken city. The 
German army communique, on Sept. 
26, reported that its forces had 
started to storm the defenses after 
all efforts had failed to convince 
the Polish Commander of “the grue- 
someness and uselessness of resist- 
ance.” The final drive to crush 
Warsaw had been launched in a 
surprise attack some time before. 

Yesterday proved to be another 
fateful day. The German high com- 
mand at Berlin announced that the 
city had “capitulated unconditionat- 
ly.” This announcement came sev- 
eral hours after an earlier com- 
munique had declared the defena 
ers had offered to surrender. 

Thus apparently ended stubborn 
resistance to 20 days of almost con- 
stant bombardment, with great 
destruction of property and heavy 
loss of life in a city which in its 
long and turbulent history has had 
many lessons in suffering. 


Founded in 9th Century. 


The precise date of Warsaw's 
foundation is not known, but the 
city’s beginning goes back to the 
ninth century. 

In 1550 it first became the cap- 
ital of the then-powerful Polish 
kingdom. King Charles Gustavus 
of Sweden captured it in 1665 and 
kept it for a year, when the Poles 
recaptured it. The city suffered 
damage when King Charles XII 
of Sweden took it in 1702, but it be- 
came free again when peace was 
declared the following year. 

In 1764 the ‘Russians took posses- 
sion. In 1773 occurred the first 
partition of Poland. The Russians 
took Warsaw again in 1794, after 
a bloody assault. There was an- 
other partition of the country the 
next year and the city was given to 
Prussia. 

Then, in 1806, Warsaw was oc 
cupied by the troops of Napoleon. 
The Austrians seized it in 1809, but 
after a few months it once more 
became ‘independent. In 1813 the 
Russians again captured it. There 
was an unsuccessful insurrection 
in 1830, and the city was recaptured, | 
after great bloodshed, in 1831 by 
the Russians. 

Until 1856 the city remained un- 
der military rule. In 1863, the Rus 
sians put down another insurrec- 
tion, marked by wholesale execu- 
tions, banishment of the ndbility 
and confiscation of estates. The 
Russian language was made oblig- 
atory and even the name “Poland” 
was expunged from official writ- 


ings.

NEUTRALS HOPE 
REAL LEAGUE MAY 
COME FROM WAR 


Small States Ready to 
Move Toward Genuine 
European Co-Operation 
When Time Is Ripe, 


By ARNO DOSCH-FLEUROT.

GENEVA, Sept. 28. 
HE League is dead, long live 
the League! It is in the small, 
medium-sized, neutral nations 
of Europe that you hear this cry. 
It sounds, perhaps, strange, even 
ridiculous, at this time, but it 
holds out a hope of a future 
Europe which was, it is now 
proved, too early to bring about 20 

years ago. 


To some observers in Europe, it 
is only now and in the future that 
a sane and reasonable international 
co-operation can be established, and 
it is only out of the present con- 
flict that a real League of Nations 
such as President Wilson visualized 
can be built. 


The small states know this, and, 
while the big Powers are at grips, 
they intend to try to do something 
about it. To understand one must 
take three things into considera- 
tion: . 


1. The small and medium-sized 
states which are neutral in this 
war represent more than half the 
population of Europe. These states 
are Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, 
Norway, Denmark, Sweden; Fin- 
land, Estonia, Latvia, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Portugal. Hungary, 
Italy and Spain are not in the con- 
flict but their neutrality is yet to 
be proved. They have not that in- 
tegral neutrality the others have 
and pray to keep. 


Common Point of Contact. 


2. They are all aware of their 

common interests, and they have a 
common point of contact, even a 
place to meet. In the war of 1914- 
1918 those who were not in the war 
were isolated and could exercise 
little influence. They had never 
had the habit of conferring to- 
gether. In the war of 1939—they 
are no longer isolated and are in 
a position to bring their collective 
influence into play. The League 
of Nations has done that for them. 
It has not done much else, per- 
haps, but it has done that and it is 
no mean accomplishment. 7 
3. These small and medium-sized 
states are armed. Here in Switzer- 
land they are armed to the teeth. 
Most of the others are mobilized 
or partly mobilized. In a world 
where only arms seem to talk loud 
enough to be heard they are also 
in a position to raise their voice. 
It was with that in mind, as well 
as to defend frontiers, that these 
smaller fellows bought themselves 
guns. 
The League of Nations itself, still 
under the delusion that it once had 
influence and power, is unaware 
of any new dawn, but the neutral 
states are not wasting their time 
trying to blow breath into a mort- 
bund body. They all see future 
possibilities developing out of the 
fact that they are all members of 
the “club of Geneva.” 

The endless and useless talk that 
has come from Geneva all these 
years is in itself useful to them. 
They have an excuse for getting 
together and talking things over 
without attracting unduly the at- 
tention of the big fellows who are, 
of course, using all sorts of influ- 
ences to swing them one way or 
another. 


Too Early for Action. 


But they are not yet ready to do 
anything. It is too early. On this 
account the neutral Powers were 
pleased to put off the annual as- 
sembly of the League of Nations, 
which is usually held at this time 
of year. It may give a good ex-

F anyone has wondered what 
| happened to the Pied Piper when 

he ceased his piping. perhaps he 
may find the answer here in the 
beautiful green countryside of En- 
gland. For here, almort overnight 
and with portents that no sociolog- 
ist is yet willing to guess, has been 
founded the kingdom of the 
children, 

They came out of London and 
Leeds and Liverpool and a dozen 
other teeming cities on the eve of 
war. A million of them, perhaps 
two million, were taken by the 
hand and led to the railway ste- 
tions and spread out, wave after 
wave, into farm. communities and 
quiet villages—a sudden hegira that 
may well rate as the quickest and 
most spectacular mass movement 
of this odd conflict. 

It is necessary to look somewhat 
diligently now to find these young 
visitors and their once distraught 
mothers and teachers. Unquestion- 
ingly and uncomplainingly, rural 
Britain has absorbed them into 
other groups of children and moth- 
ers and teachers—just as it ab- 
sorbed battalions of Spanish chil- 
dren out of the. civil war and 
frightened Jewish children fleeing 
Nazi persecution in Germany. 

The newcomers have been taken 
into private homes. They have been 
given their own schools. They have 
been accepted automatically as a 
new but not too exciting factor in 
community life. And save for dif- 
ferences in speech and dress and 
manners, they might seem always 
to have been here. 

Imaginative Project. 

Viewed purely as a job of trans- 
portation engineering the migration 
of che ehhdren was one of those 
imaginative and highly successful 
projects that one accepts as com- 
monplace in time of war. ‘The re- 
moval of a million human beings 
from one home to another in less 
than 24 hours would have attracted 
worldwide attention in peace time

In Midst of Nazi Air Raids 


to Warsaw 


Carrier Bombed So Many Times Usual 12- 
Hour Journey Lasts Four Days—Passengers 
. Arrive in Dark, 


Besieged City.

STOCKH „Sept. 28. 

HE only American among 
some 400 Poles including army 
officers, their wives and 
children and students returning 
from studies and vacations in 
France, I arrived in Warsaw on 
Sept. 7 on one of the last trains 
to.enter the city. 

The trip from Bucharest to War- 
saw ordinarily takes 12 hours on a 
through train. It took me four 
days on several different trains, 
the trip being repeatedly interrupt- 
ed by bombings while the passen- 
gers piled in and out of the coaches 
to scurry for available shelters. 

We had our first bombing about 
20 miles from the Rumanian bor- 
der en route to Lwow half an hour 
after leaving the frontier. The 
bombs did not score a direct hit on 
the train but there were seven 
beautiful bomb holes within 100 
feet of the tracks. 

As we proceeded, our train be- 
came more and more crowded with 
passengers from other trains which 
had been completely wrecked or 
disabled by bombs. There were 
eight or 10 people to a compartment 
and 50 or more persons jammed 
in the aisles with their baggage, 
trying to catch a wink of sleep or 
merely glad to be able to achieve 
sitting room for the night. 


Girls Serve Food. 


There was no dining car. We 
shared odd bits of chocolate, fruit 
and cheese, and at each station 
pretty Polish Red Cross girls 
brought tea in glasses and bread 
and fruit, all in the gay spirit of 
“on with the war and fight for 
our dear country.” We paid for 
nothing during those four days 
except newspapers. There were no 
tickets collected during the entire 
trip and a complete informality ex- 
isted among the passengers. 

When we heard of the sinking 
of the Athenia ‘with many Ameri- 


The 


cans aboard, the Poles hopefully 
regarded this as another Lusitania 
incident, an incident that might 
lead the United States to join 
the war. 

On the morning of Sept. 6, three 
miles from Lublin, we suffered our 
heaviest bombing. At first during 
the bombing the passengers took 
to ditches, but later decided it was 
wiser to seek the protection of the 
train. Bombs were hitting both 
sides of the train, piling up debris 
which crashed against the win- 
dows, but raiely was there a di- 
rect hit on the track itself. 

Practically every time planes 
flew over, our train stopped. Ap- 
parently the engineer figured that 
if his train should hit a damaged 
track, more persons would be 
killed from the piling up of cars 
and wreckage than from bombs. 


Spirit Unaffected. 


Strangely, these first bombings 
experienced in this new war did 
not seem to affect the spirit of 
the Polish passengers one whit. 
They apparently had no idea that 
their whole country was undergo- 
ing similar bombings. There never 
was any panic during those four 
days, nor the slightest anticipation 
that within the short span of two 
weeks Poland itself would be dead. 

At Lublin, we stopped within 200 
yards of a railway bridge which 
was then under bombardment. We 
climbed around holes 25 feet in 
diameter, The entire trainload of 
passengers—men, women and chil- 
dren—left the train and walked 
three miles into Lublin lugying 
what baggage they could carry. We 
did not know that Lublin was then 
the capital of Poland. 

The city was under continuous 
bombardment especially in the vi- 
cinity of the railroad where . the 
tracks were ripped up and cars 
destroyed. During the five hours 
we spent in Lublin we heard spy 
stories. One that was corroborated 
was that the previous night a Ger-

AN AMERICAN POLICY. 

Not since the first hundred days, when Mr. Roose- 
velt commanded a truly national following, has the 
President enjoyed such support as he is receiving 
in bis recommendation that the arms embargo be 
lifted. The issue-has submerged many bitter feuds; 
it has transcended political considerations even 
though we are on the eve of 1940; it has brought 
together, as nothing else has been able to do, New 
Dealers and anti-New. Dealers, Democrats and Re- 
publicans, men who have irreconcilable differences on 
every phase of domestic policy. 

Since 1932, Alfred E. Smith has carried on a per- 
sonal and political quarrel with the President, On 
Smith’s side, the feeling is so deep that, although 
he is a lifelong Democrat, he bolted the party in 
1936. Mr. Smith will speak for repeal next Sunday 
evening in a nationwide radio hookup. In New 
York, the National Affairs Committee of the National 
Republican Club has passed a resolution approving 
repeal and other phases of the administration's neu- 
trality program. These are the latest recruits. 

If we look at the Senate, the picture, viewed in 
the light of the Hatfield-McCoy spirit of the last few 
years, is most impressive. Senator Carter Glass, the 
unterrified and unterrifiable gentleman from Vir- 
ginia, is for repeal, as is his colleague, Senator Byrd. 
These two are seriously at odds with the President 
on a score of issues. Last year, the President tried 
very hard to purge Senator George of Georgia and 
Senator Cotton Ed Smith of South Carolina. He tried 
to end their political careers. On this issue, they 
have buried the hatchet. 

One of the leaders of the fight against the Presi- 
dent’s court-packing bill was Senator Burke of Ne- 
braska, who is supposedly marked for defeat for re- 
election if the President can manage it. Senator 
Burke refuses to permit this enmity to affect his 


family income. We feel the women should 
know how this money is spent, what per- 
centage goes out in taxes, both hidden 
and direct, before any intelligent action 
can be taken to eliminate waste, duplica- 
tion and overlapping.

The 
old and beloved Senator from Nebraska is one of the 
small group of men who dared to vote against our 
entrance into the World War. In doing so, Norris 
jeopardized not only his political future but his per- 
sonal safety. For a long time, he was a pariah among 
men, shunned and scorned because he dared to 
stand for his convictions. This man, so earnestly a 
lover of peace, is for repeal of the arms embargo. 

We have referred to revision of the neutrality law 
as a presidential policy, but a mere recital of the 
names of the men supporting the President shows that 
the term is too narrow. It is not a Roosevelt policy, 
not an administration policy, not a Democratic policy. 
It is an American policy. 
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BEATING A PATH TO MOSCOW. 

The pilgrimage to Moscow of Foreign Ministers, 
neutral and belligerent, is an impressive sight. Ger- 
manp's Von Ribbentrop arrived yesterday, with a 
staff of 35 experts. Turkey’s Saracoglu has been 
busily engaged there for some time. Estonia’s Selter 
is back again, after hastily returning home the other 
day. Functionaries from Central Europe and the 
Balkans have recently been there. Britain’s Lord 
Halifax is still in London, but he is spending much 
time conferring with the Soviet Ambassador. 

All this tends to show the tremendous shift in the 
continent's center of power. Before and after Munich, 
the diplomats were beating a path to Berlin.. Mos- 
cow, on the other hand, was for years merely an on- 
looker, and frequently found itself shoved aside 
when decisions were to be made. 

The neutral states obviously want to know where 
they stand, and to make the best deals possible. 
Estonia is representative of the uneasy Baltic na- 
tions, carved from Russia at the peace conference 
and holding ports that shut the Soviet Union off 
from ice-free water and maritime commerce. In the 
Balkans, neutrality is the great hope, and the na- 
tions of that area look to Moscow for leadership. 

Von Ribbentrop’s mission is officially announced 
as discussion of problems connected with Poland, but 
there is doubtless considerably more than that on 
the agenda. Moscow already has shown itself the 
dominant figure in the new alliance, and Germany 
is in no position to resist whatever the Kremlin 
decides upon. So its emissary perforce joins the 
other guests at Moscow’s open house. 
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INEPT BRITISH CENSORSHIP. 

British citizens, not to mention press correspond- 
ents, are described in numerous dispatches as highly 
critical of the censorship and official information 
agencies. The Government is being urged on all 
sides, by critics ranging from Labor members of 
Parliament to Conservative newspaper publishers, to 
adopt a sensible course that will bring enlighten- 
ment instead of confusion. 

Perhaps the outstanding example of official inept- 
ness was that encountered by the reporter who 
sought the text of the pamphlets being scattered over 
Germany by British flyers. An official in the Divi- 
sion for Enemy Propaganda refused to allow publi- 
cation because, said he, “Such intelligence might 
reach enemy hands.” This imbecilic stand wag now 
been abandoned, and there has been a slight im- 
provement in the release of definite news, but Lord 
Beaverbrook’s Daily Standard still finds that “nine 
out of 10 men and women in the street are baffled, 
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way to stimulate the spreading of rumors, which may 
at times have a disastrous effect on public morale. 
They will presumably learn their lesson in time, but 
the present period of rigid and absurd suppressions 
must be rather trying on the British people. :

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PENDERGAST APPLIES FOR PAROLE. 

A penitentiary is a very irksome place and it is 
easily understandable that ex-Boss Tom Pendergast 
would like to get out. 

Boss Pendergast, however, is not likely to receive 
favorable action on his application for parole. It 
is opposed by Judge Otis, who sentenced him, and 
by United States Attorney Milligan, who prosecuted 
him. It is opposed also by any judicial consideration 
of the enormity of his offenses. 

There are many men in Leavenworth more or less 
patiently serving long terms who have no friends 
in high places, as has Pendergast, to plead for them: 
there are few men in that prison to whom life has 
been so prodigal in its blessings as it has been to 
Pendergast; there is no man there who, from a posi- 
tion of power, has so cheated and dishonored his city, 
his State, his government. 

If crime of the magnitude practiced by Pendergast 
carries so light a penalty as five months in confine- 
ment, then how is society going to justify heavier 
penalties for, say, a man who robs a henhouse?

Tom Sawyer is synonymous with boyhood. The 
very name of Missouri’s most famous son means 
pranks and stunts and escapades and pockets fiMed 
with fascinating tangles of juvenile treasures. Mark 
Twain, of course, knew better than to carry Tom into 
manhood, or even to adolescence; he knew that 
Tom was and should remain eternal youth, irre- 
pressible and irresistible. 

Yet here comes Clement Wood, one of the most pro- 
lific of current authors, with a book which cooks 
up additional adventures for Tom and Huck and 
Becky and Nigger Jim, called—of all things! “(Tom 
Sawyer Grows Up.” Nor is that all. Qur local pro- 
tector, promoter and kinsman of Mark Twain, Cyril 
Clemens, has fallen for Mr. Wood’s sacrilege. He 
has allowed himself to be inveigled into providing 
the introduction. Writing in his capacity as head of 
the International Mark Twain Society, Mr. Clemens 
calls it a “wholly delightful book ... a priceless 
boon.” 

A hazardous task, this business of escorting Tom 
into later life? Mr. Clemens calls it just that, but he 
does not hesitate to declare that in certain pas- 
sages Clement Wood “has out-Twained Twain.” 
We'll never know. Sam Clemens’ immortal boy suits 


us as he is and has been and will forever be. What 


disturbs us is the probable effect of this indis- 
cretion on the International Mark Twain Society. 
Has something been done to shake those far-flung 
ranks, even rend them asunder? Anyway, their leader, 
has out-Cyril-Clemensed Cyril Clemens.

HEY come and go, these American char- 
T acters, and unless they leave books 

which they have written Memory turns 
away from them. Reedy wrote no book, and 
could be persuaded to write none, but his 
memory stays, and on account of his pic- 
turesque life and his notable friends, his 
memory is likely to grow, to become some- 
thing brighter in the American story. 

He was the chief citizen of St. Louis for 
many years, he was well known in Chicago, 
in New York, in Washington among poli- 
ticilans, literary people. He was a guest on 
occasion at the White House when Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was President who admired 


Reedy heartily and corresponded with him. 


for years. All this though Reedy had a 
leaning toward Bryan—with many qualifi- 
cations. And despite the fact that Reedy 
had a very worldly reputation in St. Louis.

ion, all written by 

himself in paragraphs 

and articles that cov- 

ered the politics, the 

books, the art, the 

economics, the  stir- 

ring personalities of 

the times. 

In St. Louis visiting 
celebrities like Drinkwater, Dunsany, Mase- 
field, Powys, Dreiser sought him out. He 
didn’t seek them. He was shy and likely to 
get bored. He wrote me one time that he 
preferred blacksmiths, cab drivers, police- 
men to poets. 

When he came to Chicago the town stirred 
with expectation. Everyone wanted to see 
him, He had to dodge dinner invitations. He 
hated dinners. He loved old-fashioned res- 
taurants, places of good beer and hearty 
food. He was one of the most fluent, witty, 
interesting after-dinner talkers.

The proprietor was all smiles, all fulsome 
obeisance. The steak came and with it a 
huge plate of fried potatoes, and a pot of 
coffee.

The strategy of the war is to de-

Jill be, above all, industries capa- 


ble of replacing the machines de- 
stroyed. Machines and the materials 
t make the machines, and men 
apable of running the machines 
re what will decide the outcome 
of this war, not the blood and 
bones of millions of men hurled to 
slaughter. 

This is the essential and crucial 
issue of the embargo. It is not 
whether England and France can 
draw upon the man power of this 
country. It is not whether we shall 
“send our sons to be slaughtered.” 
It is whether the Allies, and par- 
ticularly England, can purchase ma- 
chine power in this country. 

Now, if nations, small in area and 

w in resources, which are prima 
ily commercial—which depend for 
their existence on trade—are going 
to be shut out of normal markets at 
the moment when those markets 
are absolutely vital to them, such 
pations will either disappear or the 
most ruthless imperialism will have 
to be revived, and colonies subju- 
gated and absolutely owned. Other- 
wise, it will not be possible for sea- 
going countries small in area and 
por in natural resources, like 
Great Britain, to exist, except on 
the terms of great land Powers 
which have all resources inside 
their borders. 

This concept of neutrality will 


simply mean the end in the world 
of freedom and good neighborii- 
ness, For if freedom to buy is cut 
off from such nations in moments 
of most vital emergency, why cul- 
tivate good relations, why advocate 
the free exchange of products, why 
prefer a commonwealth to an em- 
pire? 

The United States, a great land 
Power and a great sea Power, has 
for years preached against monopo- 
listic imperialism, advocated dis- 
armament, asserted the rights of 
small nations and stood for the 
Open Door in China and elsewhere. 
But if the concepts of the Open 
Door and reciprocal trade are aban- 
doned the moment both are matters 
of life and death to a nation, then 
the United States is a traitor to its 
own principles and the basic idea of 
economic freedom is lost. 

This is what makes the stand of 
some Republicans on the embargo 
so intellectually incomprehensible 
to me. Here is Senator Vanden- 
berg, who has preached economic 
freedom for years, and who now 
wishes to strangle it as a basic pol- 
ic} at the most crucial moment pos- 
sible. 

Economic freedom means free- 
dom of the seas for nations that 
practice the free exchange of

If it does not mean that, then it 
is a lot of political claptrap, and 
the extreme New Dealers like Jer- 
ome Frank, who believe the future 
world belongs to vast, continental, 
self-sufficient, highly regimented 
and controlled states, are absolute- 
ly right. 

If it does not mean that, then 
the Nazis are right in their whole 
concept of economic organization 
and we propose to justify them 
and assist them to win this war. 

* * 

Gen. Goering could announce 
confidently that he did not need 
the resources and machine power 
of the United States, because the 
Nazi state has developed in the 
most meticulous detail the other 
way of life. Its resources—its “life 
room”—are within its own borders, 
and to increase them is its justifi- 
cation for extending those borders 
—by politics, terror, intimidation, 
revolution and, finally, war. The 
embargo is a justification of their 
policy. 

And this is the real issue of the 

debate! It is whether nations that 
trust in freedom and have built 
their philosophies of life and their 
economic systems on the concept 
of free intercourse between friend- 
ly nations are going to have the 
advantages of that policy or 
whether they are going to be 
penalized for it. 
Since the days of Athens that 
policy has brought with it culture, 
prosperity and tolerance between 
races and between nations. If it 
goes, the very concept of freedom 
goes too. And with it goes the 
breath of the spirit of the United 
States of America.

Urges Underwriters to Seek In- 
surance Rates for Low- 
Income Groups. 


Mathew Woll, vice-president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
spoke today at the fiftieth anni- 
versary convention of the National 
Association of Life Underwriters at 
Hotel Jefferson, giving his concept 
of the interdependence of labor 
and capital in the American econ- 
omy. 

Woll, who also is president of 
the Union Labor Life Insurance 
Co., praised the system of private 
enterprise “in which private initia- 
tive has been encouraged and pri- 
vate property widely recognized.” 
Labor, he said, has repeatedly “re- 
pudiated the doctrines of the class 
war and the theory of the irrecon- 
cilable conflict between capital and 
labor.” 

“If the lay public understood the 
inner purpose and policy of the 
American labor movement as rep- 
resented by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” Woll said, “they 
would realize how fortunate they 
are to live in a country in which 
the forces of organized labor had 
so completely and fully identified 
themselves with the larger aims 
and purposes of both Government 
and industry.” 

Buying power today, Woll said, 
is based upon wage earners, with 
seven out of 10 consumers deriv- 
ing income from wages. Increas- 
ingly higher wages are essential in 
order to enable industry to in- 
crease and sell its production, he 
added. 

Turning to the insurance field, 
Woll said that insurance compa- 
nies should not only endeavor to 
modify requirements to fit condi- 
tions of the low-wage group, but 
should encourage an economic em- 
ployment structure that would 
make it possible for more wage 
earners to buy policies. 

“Unless we do assert ourselves 
in this direction,” Woll said, “we 
will find more and more recourse 
to governmental social or group 
action measures because they will 
prove more adequate to combat 
the workers’ insecurity than in- 
dividual efforts through private 
agencies. Herein lies the danger 
of a constantly increasing inva- 
sion of governmental regulation, 
control and participation in under- 
takings best advanced through pri- 
vate enterprise.” 

Louis H. Pink, New York Super- 
intendent of Insurance, told today 
of the development of life insur- 
ance in this country. No policyhold- 
er in New York has lost his policy 
interest through failure of a com- 
pany in 30 years, he said. 

Attention of the convention, 
which closes tomorrow, was invited 
to the problem of labor relations 
by Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Min- 
nesota, who addressed the opening 
general session yesterday. Gov. 
Stassen, at 31, the youngest Gov- 
ernor ever elected in his State, 
urged a constructive attitude to

Camouflage a Fine Art in Saar Sector—Saar- 
bruecken and Zweibruecken Are Dead 
Cities, Abandoned for Defense Purposes.

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT, 


Sept. 28 (AP).—Camouflaging has 


become a fine art in the Saar sec- 
tor of Germany's powerful West 
wall. 

You approach a bridge, for in- 
stance, and see a gasoline filling 
tation with all normal equipments 
just before you. 

But before you go onto the 
bridge you see it isn’t a filling 
station at all. If you look closely 
enough, you see machine-guns 
pointing ominously at you from 
behind a facade that hides a pill- 
box. 

You see a group of trim little 
houses built in native Saarland 
style near an industrial plant. 

You take it for granted they are 
intended for company employes. 
Then you come closer and see that 
windows and curtains have been 
painted on armor plate. 

You eye travels up the beau- 
tiful slope of a valley and you 
gee a green and white peasant's 
home. 

But strong field glasses show 
guns of various caliber protruding 
from the windows. 

Tavern a Miniature Fort. 

You notice a neat little tavern 
with a blackboard outside adver- 
tising your favorite wine. On clos- 
er investigation, it isn’t a tavern 
at all—it's a miniature fort. 

You go into the beautiful forests 
in which the Saar region abounds 
Logs on a slope seem to tie ready 
©. hauling. 

As a matter of fact, they are 
connected by barbed wire entangle- 


ments and make a formidable con- 


struction. 
You penetrate further into the 


interior of the forest and see heaps 
of dried twigs and branches piled 
up by a forester. 

Beneath them, you discover huge 
boxes of ammunition. 

Less than a mile from the French 
at Saarbruecken, several hundred 
camouflaged bunkers and other ie- 
fense stands have been built. Their 


thick and their ‘concrete walls six 
to 12 feet thick, 
To the layman, the word of Hit-

They are infinitely more numer- 
ous than those against Belgiuro 
and Luxembourg.

Build- 
in,, and strengthening of fortifica- 
tions continues all the time.

They have ceased to worry about 

the French. They say they are 
convinced that no enemy can pene- 
trate their wall. 
With similar unconcern, families 
go back to abandoned towns and 
villages to fetch their belongings 
while factories and plants send big 
trucks every day to cart away 
stocks and machinery. 

So far, in this first month of 
war, no French artillery or air- 
carft has tried to interfere. 


Air Skirmish. 


An air skirmish 10,000 feet above 
a ghost city—Saarbruecken—in 
which six German pursuit planes 
chased one French plane, the deal-

At that time the sun ig at the 
backs of the French and the Ger- 
man positions are best visible to 
them. Not much harm is done, 
however, on either side, the Ger- 
mans said. 

Saarbruecken, an industrial city 
of 69,000 inhabitants, with valuable 
steel and iron works, is dead. The 
population has moved out com- 
pletely. Signs on many shops read 
“Evacuation of this business has 
been completed.” ' 

Yet the French, so far as I could 
observe today, make no effort either 
to seize it, which might cost con- 
siderable loss of life because of 
strong German fortifications sur- 
rounding it, or to shell it directly. 

With our military escoris, I en- 
tered the dead city with two other 
American reporters in full view of 
the French. It appeared that had 
they desired, the French easily 
could have picked us for easy 
marks. The German officers ac- 
companying us made no effort to 
conceal their uniforms indicating 
their rank. 

Nothing happened. . 

Mile From French Line. 

We were able to press forward 
to a street only one mile away from 
the French line. , 

We almost felt disappointed that 
nothing whatever was happening 
when we suddenly heard the roar 
of motors far above us. 

Our military guides estimated the 
planes to be 10,000 feet above us. 
German pursuit planes were chas- 
ing one French ship. 

Tracer bullets -indicated they 
were hitting their mark. The next 
moment, with strong field glasses 
I distinctly saw a jet of fire issuing 
from the French plane. By a power 
dive, however, the pilot managed 
to choke it off. 

He soon disappeared from our 
view. Whether he landed safely 
behind his own lines we could not 
determine, but an army com- 
munique subsequently reported him 
“shot down.”

Crescent rolls have a. unique 
shape yet they can be shaped very 
quickly. Roll yeast dough into a 
circular sheet like pie crust and 
about one-fourth inch thick. ut 
into pie-shaped wedges. Roll up 
each piece beginning at the wide 
end. Seal the tip, curve the roll 
into a crescent shape or leave 
straight. 

Bowknot rolls are especially at- 
tractive to serve on tea trays for 
their appearance is dainty and they 
seem to go so well with butter and 
marmalade. To make them, roll 
out yeast dough about one-fourth, 
inch thick and cut in strips one- 
half inch wide and six inches long. 
Tie each strip in a knot. 

Foldover rolls are simplest to 
make and yet perhaps most unusual 
to see. Roll yeast dough intq a rec- 
tangular sheet one-fourth inch 
thick. Cut into three-inch squares. 
Fold opposite corners of each 
square to the center and press the 
points together firmly. If the dough 
is cut with a pastry wheel instead 
of a knife, the rolls have scalloped 
edges—a sort of caterer’s touch 
that adds interest. 

Bread Rolls. 

Three and one-half cups flour, 
Three-fourths tablespoon sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One yeast cake. ~ 

One-fourth cup lukewarm water. 

Three-fourths cup hot water. 

Three-fourths tablespoon butter. 

Dissolve yeast cake in lukewarm 
water with sugar. Add salt and 
butter to hot water and when it is 
lukewarm add dissolved yeast cake. 
Sift in the flour to make a smooth 
dough and knead well. Let rise un- 
til double in bulk. Then shape into 
rolls and let rise again. Bake in 
a hot oven (425 degrees) for 12 or 
15 minutes. 

Sweet Rolls. 

One cup milk. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One yeast cake. 

Two tablespoons lukewarm water. 

Three cups flour. 

One egg. 

One egg yolk. 

Scald milk and add butter, sugar 
and salt. When lukewarm add yeast 
cake which has been dissolved in 
the lukewarm water. Add half the} 
flour, beat well, cover and let rise 
until light. Cut down, add beaten 
egg and egg yolk and remaining, 
flour. Knead well and let rise until 
double in bulk. Shape into rolls, let 
rise again and bake in a hot oven 
for 15 minutes (400 degrees) then 
reduce the heat to moderate (350 
degrees) and let brown.

INCE even a diet has its price, 

we shall now grab Time by the 

purse-strings and go shopping. 

Forget that Junior’s incisors need 
to be put in a brace. Little Mary’s 
dancing lessons can be postponed 
for another six weeks without do- 
ing any permanent damage — little 
girls have been maturing into nor- 
mal young women for countless 
tap-danceless centuries.

chronic recurrent headache, I 
found that two types of headache 
accounted for at least 75 per cent 
of all of them. These were, first, 
the nervous headache, and what 
is known as migraine, or sick head- 
ache. 


Some doctors believe that “mi- 
graine” is a myth. But I believe 
migraine is just as definite a dis- 
ease entity as typhoid fever. 
Ask the man who owns one. He 
is likely to call it “my headache,” 
It belongs to him, is individual to 
him. He knows when it is about 
to arrive. He may have other head- 
aches, just as anybody may, but 
those are not like the ancient 
enemy. “My headache” is charac- 
teristic. 

It is often called sick headache 
because it is accompanied by diges- 
tive upsets—nausea almost inva- 
riably, vomiting often, but most 
likely a feeling of tightness as if 
all the digestive organs had gone 
on strike. When the feeling of 
tightness in the bowel region be- 
gins to let up, the headache is 
over. : 

Some persons have the abdominal 
symptoms without the headache. 
These people are subject to what 
they call bilious spells, which is 
just as good a name for them as 
anything. 

Migraine headache is described 
as being on one side of the head 
only—hemicrania—though I have 
never seen this symptom very

The attacks begin usually in late 
childhood and come on about once 
a month, or once a fortnight, for 
20 or 30 years, passing away at 
the time of the change of life. 


As far as treatment is concerned, 
we are not able to say definitely 
that anything is certain for relief. 
Most patients try everything once, 
and then resign themselves to the 
inevitable and fight it with lying 
down in a dark room, with wet 
cloths on the forehead, and phe- 
nacetin if they can keep .it down. 
Many find that if, in the early 
stages by superhuman efforts, they 
can get the bowels to move and 
then keep down several tablets of 
aspirin, they will have a mild at- 
tack. 

The theory has got about lately 
that migraine is a form of allergy. 
I am afraid I see little sense to this 
and as a warning against undue 
optimism I quote from Vaughn's 
fine book on allergy: “In the good 
results as in the poor results of 
treatment, non-allergic factors 
were responsible for the individual 
attack with almost equal frequency 
(as allergic foods).” However, some 
cases of headache resembling mi- 
graine are found due to foods, so 
that it is worth trying to make 
a diagnosis of allergic response in 
any headache.

HERE is a kind of monitorial 
T rervice which, in my opinion 

based on much experience with 
school children and teachers,. no 
pupil should be asked, or per- 
mitted to perform.

“Last year I was monitor, It 
was my duty to write down the 
names of pupils who whispered. 
Should I write down the names of 
my best friends? When I did last 
year they were angry at me. If I 
do not write them down am I quite 
honest? What ought I to do? 
This gave me a lot of trouble last 
teygn. I want to do what is right, 
but I don’t want to lose my 
friends.” 

No child ought to be asked to 
accept such a responsibility as this. 
In the first place it is not a child’s 
duty to maintain discipline in a 
classroom. It is the teacher’s place. 
No child should be placed in the 
position of spy and informer, and 
that is what the monitorship forces. 

Why is whispering such a crime 
in school? The answer is because 
it indicates that the children are 
not attending to their lessons. Let's 
go a bit deeper. Why are they 
not attending? Because they are 
not interested. Why are they not 
interested? For one or more 
of a varied lot of reasons, all go- 
ing back to the simple fact that 
their work is not properly ad- 
justed to their needs. 

The needs of children are: Ac- 
tivity, leadership, understanding.
